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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1 & 4-28 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein said fixed 
radius of said cylinder is smaller than 10 mm when said optical wavelength signal is in the range 
between 750 nm and 1300 nm, and said fixed radius of said cylinder is more than 10 mm when 
said optical wavelength signal is in the range between 1300 rim and 1750 nm" and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 4-10 are allowed by virtue of 
dependency on the allowed claim 1. 

Regarding claim 11, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein said fixed 
radius of said cylinder is smaller than 10 mm when said optical wavelength signal is in the range 
between 750 nm and 1300 nm, and said fixed radius of said cylinder is more than 10 mm when 
said optical wavelength signal is in the range between 1300 rim and 1750 nm" and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 11. Claims 12-27 are allowed by virtue 
of dependency on the allowed claim 11. 

Regarding claim 28, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein said fixed 
radius of said cylinder is smaller than 10 mm when said optical wavelength signal is in the range 
between 750 nm and 1300 nm, and said fixed radius of said cylinder is more than 10 mm when 
said optical wavelength signal is in the range between 1300 rim and 1750 nm" and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 28.
